Washington, May I".—After nearly 
three weeks of debate, ranging over 
innumerable problems of the war, the 
senate, by a vote of 77 to 6, passed 
the administration espionage bill, pro­ 
nounced one of the most drastic and 
all inclusive measures in American 
congressional history. 
A similar bill has passed the house 
and virtual redrafting of many of the 
most important provisions is expect­ 
ed in the forthcoming conferences. 
During final consideration the sen­ 
ate stripped the measure entirely of 
provisions for newspaper censorship 
and restriction upon manufacture of 
grain into intoxicating liquors and re­ 
jected an amendment designed to curb 
speculation in food products, although 
sentiment obviously was overwhelm­ 
ingly in favor of such legislation. 
Bater, as completed, the senate bill’s 
principal sections provide: 
Authority for the president to em ­ 
bargo exports when he finds that “the 
public safety and welfare so require.’ 
(Not in the house measure). 
Authority for the postoffice depart­ 
ment to censor mails and exclude mail 
m atter deemed seditious, anarchistic 
or 
treasonable, making its 
mailing 
punishable 
under 
heavy 
penalties 
(Not in the house bill). 
For punishment of espionage de 
fined in most detailed terms, including 
wrongful use of military information 


Control of Merchant Ships. 


For control of m erchant vessels in 
American waters. 
Punishment for conveyance of falso 
reports to Interfere with military op 
erations, willful attem pts to cause dis 
affection in the military 
or naval 
forces or obstruction of recruiting. 
For the seisure of arms and muni­ 
tions and prohibition of their exporta 
tion under certain conditions. 
For penalizing conspiracies designed 
to harm American foreign relations or 
for destruction of property within thu 
United States. 
For increased restrictions upon is 
nuance of passports, with 
penalties 
for their forgery or false procurement. 
For material extension of the power 
to issue searcb warrants for inspec­ 
tion of premises.

clause 
giving the 
president 
power to embargo export was retain 
ed in the bill virtually as drafted by 
ad min ist rat inn officials.

fled once, but that unqualified provi 
aion was restored after its necessity 
had been explained last week in a 
day’s session behind closed doors. 
Vigorous efforts to retain provisions 
for newspaper censorship and partial 
prohibition, 
together 
with 
foodstuff 
conservation, during the war. culmi 
nated in final votes in which the sen 
ate voted. 48 to 34, to eliminate all 
provision for the press censorship.

Confederate, Frank McCool, Killed 


Mrs. Dunn and Also George Connery, 


a Minneapolis Policeman. 


San Francisco, 
May 
15,—To save 
his elghteen-year-old bride from facing 
trial 
for murder Joseph 
L. 
Reden­ 
baugh, a pallid faced youth who will 
celebrate bls twentieth birthday n**xt 
month, confessed to two murders, a 
bank robbery and a score of lesser 
crimes. 
The youthful bandit In a confession 
unrivaled In pollee annals and cover­ 
ing twelve years admitted: 
That he shot and killed Mrs. Alice 
Dunn, wife of Frank Dunn, St. Paul 
teaming contractor, for $1,500. 
Thut he wounded and then killed 
with the butt end of a revolver Po 
Beeman George Connery, who had ar 
rested 
him and Frank McCool 
for 
speeding in Minneapolis, and left the 
patrolman's 
body 
lying 
beside 
the 
road. 
That single handed he robbed the 
University Place bank at University 
Place, Neb., in February of $1,981 after 
lot king the cashier in the vault. 
That he stole and sold automobiles 
in a score of eastern and middle west* 
em cities, robbed a safe at Ripley, 
Okla., and a score of minor burglaries 
and bob'ups. 
As early as last October, Reden­ 
baugh told the police, he considered 
the murder of Mrs. Dunn. 
The crime, 
he charged, 
was “framed” by 
Mike 
Moore, a bartender, employed at Chick* 
ett's cafe, St. Paul. 


Offered $2,000 to Murder. 


"He told me there would he $2,000 
in It,” said the youth. 
“ But I did not 
feel like It at the time so I went down 
to University Place and dbl the bank 
Job.” 
Redenbaugh admitted he entered the 
University 
Place bank, 
hacked 
the 
cashier Into a vault at the point of a 
revolver and escaped with $1,981 In 
currency, 
“The next day," said Redenbaugh, 
“I went to Kansas City and married 
my wife.” 
He arranged with his wife, linden* 
haugh said, to leave the window of 
their apartment In Kansas City open 
lf tin re were no visitors and to keep 
It closed lf any person was in tin* 
rooms. 
Returning shortly after his marriage 
Redenbaugh said he saw the window 
closed and fled to St. Paul, where he 
again took tip tho Dunn killing with 
Moore. 
“ Moore told me," said the prisoner. 
"that Mrs. 
Dunn was divorced and 
that her husband was" paying her ali­ 
mony of $70 a 
month and 
that he 
wanted to get rid of her.
